Time after time enormous hosts, formed of the contingents supplied 
by innumerable Rajas, and supported by the delusive strength of 
elephants, were easily routed by quite smalt bodies of vigorous western 
soldiers, fighting under one undivided command and trusting chiefly to 
well-armed mobile cavalry.

Oaring, the ceremony, the daughter 
of the king of Kanauj was nominally to m^e her Swayamvara or own 
choice of a husband, a pageant survival of the reality in the Sanskrit 
epics. The Delhi Raja loved the maicun, but he could not brook to stand 
at another man’s gate. As he did not arrive, the Kanauj king set up a 
mocking image of him at the door. When the princess entered the hall 
to make her choice, sheilooked calmly round the circle of kings, then 
stepping proudly past them to the door, threw her ,4>ridal garland over 
the neck of the ill-sbapen image. Forthwith, says the story, the Delhi 
monarch r«shed in, sprang up with 4he princess on his horse, and 
gallopped off towards his northern capital.

* The widow of Raja Dahir resolved to adopt the measure abandoaed 
by her son ; and with truly masculine spirit, placing heiself at the 
head of fifteen thousand Rajputs prepared to meet the Mahomedans. 
Mahomed Kasim, however, giving orders to his troops not to attaik 
they merely stood on the defensive ; and the Rajputs quietly with¬ 
drew with their female chief into the fort of Ajdur, which was now 
closely invested. The siege being protracted to a great length of 
time, the garrison weie nearly starved out when they came to the 
final alternative of performing the Jowhur, a ceremony which requited 
the Hindoos to sacrifice their women and children on a burning p>le 
and tfae*men after bathing rush on the point of the enemy's lances 
sword in hand.

He must not jrear shoes or use an umbrella : and his wife most only 
decorate herself with brass ornaments and beads. In speaking) he must 
cot say “I” but “your slave” ; must not call his own rice by its proper 
name, but as dirty gruel; must not talk of his children by this appellation, 
but as monkeys and calves, must live in a small hut without furniture 
and built in a certain miserable situation far from the habitations of the 
uppgr caster*; and in speaking must place the hand over the mouth, lest 
the breath should go forth and pollute the person whom he is addressing. 
He is not allowed to use the public road when a Brahman or Sudra 
walks on it. The poor slave must utter a warning cry, and hasten off the 
load, lest the high caste man should be polluted by his near approach or 
by his shadow. The law isj that a Pulayan must not approach a 
Brahman nearer than sixty-six paces, and must remain at about half that 
distance from a Sudra. He could not, until lately, enter a court of 
justice, but was obliged to shout from the appointed distance, an^ took 
his chance of being heard and receiving attention. A policeman is some¬ 
times stationed, half way between the Pulayan witness or prisoner and the 
high caste magistrate, to transmit the questions and ansijfers, the distance 
being too great for hearing. As he can not enter a town or village no 
employment is open to him except that of working in rice-fields and such 
kind of labour. He can not even act as a porter, for he defiles all that he 
touches. He can not work as a domestic servant, for the house would be 
polluted by his entrance. * * Caste affects even his purchases and 
sales. The Pulayans manufacture umbrellas and other small articles, 
place them on the highway, and retire to the appointed distance shouting 
to the passers-by with'reference to the sales. If the Pulayan wishes to 
make a purchase, he places his money on a stone, and retires to the 
appointed distance. Then the merchant or seller comes, takes up the 
money, and lays down whatever quantity of goods be chooses to give for 
the sum received—a most profitable way of doing business for the 
merchant. Land of charity PP. 45-47- Such is the position of the Pulayan 
and of the other slave tribes-^ a scandk to the se^icivilized Government

Buddhism has almost entirely disappeared from the land 
of its birth. Even before the Musalman invasion the steady 
pressure of Brahmanism had relaxed its hold on the people, 
while the persecution of the Hindu rulers reduced the number 
of its followers. One«favourite device was to institute debates 
on the rival merits of the two religions, death being the 
penalty of defeat ; when the judge was, a Hindu prince 
the verdict was a foregone conclusion, “Many of the chief 
princes” says the Sankar Vijoy, “who professed, the wicked 
doctrines of the Buddhist and Jain refigions were vanqui.shed 
in scholarly controversies. Their heads were then cut off 
with axes, thrown in mortars ;iDd ground to powder by 
pestles”. The intolerant fury of the ^Musalman invasion 
destroytd the monasteries,^whicb vve/e the chief centres of the

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faith, while the monks were either slain or sought refuge 
in and beyond the Himalayas. Such a'clean sweep was
